Group IV, claims 5-9 and 34-43, only in so far as they relate to a method of 
coniroUilig insects by administering a DmGPCR polypeptide modulator; and 
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Gijoup V, claims 10-14 and 44-48, drawn to a method of treating a subject by 
administering a DmGPCR binding partner. 

Ajoplicants elect Group I, claims 1^ and 15-33, drawn to a binding assay employing a 

DmGPCR and DmGPCR binding partner.
